Hanoi Admits Serious Points 
Discussed At Coffee 


PARIS (AP) - A North Viet- 


namese spokesman agreed Mon- 
day that representatives of the 
United States and North Viet- 
nam sometimes discuss "seri- 
ous questions" at private coffee 
breaks in the formal sessions of 
the Paris peace talks. 


His comment, though careful- 


ly hedged, constituted a rare 
show of accord with a U.S. ac- 
count of the private, informal 
discussions which have come to 
be an important part of the 
weekly meetings here. 


U.S. officials 
hope 
that 


through these Informal talks 
something may be accom- 
plished to get the deadlocked 


talks moving. 


U.S. Ambassador W. Averell 


Harriman said in a tele vision In. 
terview released Saturday that 
"serious matters" were touched 
on during the breaks. The North 
Vietnamese spokesman, Nguyen 
Thanh Le. was asked about mis 
at a news conference Monday. 


He said the private talks—be- 


tween Harriman and North 
Vietnamese Ambassador Xuan 
Thuy—are usually concerned 
with "the weather and the 
health of one or another of the 
participants" but "sometimes 
the problems already mentioned 
in the formal statements of the 
chiefs of delegation have been 


taken up again." 


"For example,'* he said, "in 


the llth session of July 3 during 
the break Harriman reiterated 
his thanks to the government of 
the Democratic Republic of 


North Vietnam on the freeing 


of the three American pilots 
announced 
by 
Hanoi/' 


Harriman had already ex. 


pressed his thanks during the 
plenary session. 
"If you consider that such a 


conversation Involves serious 
questions these are in fact seri- 
ous questions. But the talks 
have made no progress because 
of the attitude of the United 
States," Le said.

the United States could "soon" 
advance toward detente with the 
Soviet Union and toward an 
agreement to limit missile fore, 
es. 


The President made his re- 


marks in transmitting to the 
Senate for ratification a treaty 
on the rescue and recovery of 
Astronauts who may crash4and 
on foreign soil. 


Undersecretary 
of S t a t e 


Nicholas Deb. Katzenbach said, 
after a meeting with the Presi. 
dent, that the Astronaut treaty 
"serves as a hopeful prelude" 
to forthcoming negotiations with 
Russia on the reduction and lim. 
itation of bom defensive and of. 
tensive nuclear missiles. 


Johnson took the same position 


in a written message to the Sen- 
ate accompanying the Astronaut 
treaty. He said the Astronaut 
recovery treaty was "an im- 
portant step" in a series of 
agreements that have lessened 
East-West tensions. 


"I hope and believe we can 


soon advance further on this 
road when we sit down to talk 
with the Russians about me 
limitation and reduction of of- 
fensive and defensive strategic 
weapons," Johnson said. 


Discussions are now under- 


way to set the time for negotia- 
tions between the two nations 
on such disarmament and lim. 
itation of new armaments ques- 
tions. The United States, which 
originally was interested pri- 
marily in an agreement to limit 
the deployment of expensive 
antiballistic missiles, h a s 
agreed to Soviet proposals to 
also discuss limitation of of- 
fensive missiles. 


Johnson is known to desire 


broad and dramatic agreements 
•with the Soviet Union before his 
term of office ends early next 
year. 


Monday the White House an- 


nounced that a renewal of toe 
ten-yearjDld cultural exchange 
agreement with me Soviet Union 
had been signed in Moscow and 
followed that with the message

US.- USSR Sign New 
Cultural Exchange Pact

MOSCOW—The Soviet Union 


and the United States signed 
Monday a new cultural exchange 
agreement after six weeks of 
arduous negotiations marked by 
Moscow's growing sensitivity 
to western ideological influenc- 
es. 


The new agreement, reflect, 


ing a campaign here against a 
penetration 
of "bourgeois" 


Ideology, curtails exchanges In 
culture and education. Scien- 
tific and technical exchanges, 
however, have been broadened 
to some extent. 


A program of exchanges in 


peaceful uses of atomic energy 
was revived in parallel nego- 
tiations after a lapse of more 
than two years. 


The new agreement, for 1968. 


69, was signed by U.S. Am- 
bassador Llewellyn E. Thomp- 
son and Nikolai M.Lunkov, head 
of the foreign ministry's de- 
partment of cultural relations 
with foreign countries. 


Although the former exchange 


agreement expired at the end 
of last year, me Soviet Union 
showed no interest in negotiat- 
ing a new one until April. 


In large part, the delay was 


believed to have stemmed from 
Soviet vexation over me Viet. 
nam war. Another factor in me 
delay was thought to have been 
the abolishing last winter of the 
state committee on cultural re- 
lations With foreign countries, 
which had conducted exchange 
negotiations for the last ten 
years. 
The committee's responsibil- 


ities were transferred to the 
foreign ministry, which had to 
organize an appropriate depart- 
ment.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


House passed and sent to the 
White House Monday a bill ap> 
proving a Great Lakes Basin 
Compact. 


It grants the consent of Con. 


gress, with certain limitations, 
to a compact entered Into by 
the eight states bordering on 
the Great Lakes—Illinois, Indi- 
ana, Michigan, Minnesota, New 
York, Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
Wisconsin. 


The compact creates the 


Great Lakes Commission as an 
agency of the compacting states. 
It is composed of three to five 
commissioners from each state. 


It empowers the commission 


to make recommendations on 
the development, use and con- 
servation of the water resources 
of the Great Lakes Basin.

19-2 Fatal Shootings Reported 
Last Week Throughout Nation 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Arguments over a dish of 


homemade ice

two of the 192 fatal shootings 
that took place In the United 
States last week. 


More than 80 per cent of the 
killings resulted from deliberate 
•firing of a handgun, shotgun or 
rifle. There were 121 homicides, 
40 suicides and 31 accidental 
shootings. 


The count was taken in an As- 


sociated Press survey from 
midnight Sunday, July 7, to 


midnight Sunday, July 14, and 
followed a similar AP survey 
made the week that ended June 
23. 


In the June survey there were 


199 gunshot deaths: 115 homi- 
cides, 65 suicides and 19 acci- 
dental fatal shootings. 


The FBI reported that the 


weekly average of homicides 
numbered 125 in 1966, the last 
year for which figures were 
available. 


Last week California had the 


highest gun death toll: 21 of 
which 10 were homicides, 10 
were suicides and 1 was acci- 


House Passes 
Vocational 
Education Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


House passed Monday a billion, 
dollar authorization bill de- 
signed primarily to equip high 
school students with the skills 
needed for employment. 


The vocational education bill 


would authorize $1.2billion dux- 
ing the next two years for a var. 
iety of new and existing pro- 
grams. It goes far beyond Presi- 
dent Johnson's budget requests. 


The measure, passed 389.0, 


was sent to the Senate for fur. 
ther action. Actual funds would 
be appropriated in another bill 
that also would have to be acted 
on by both the House and Sen. 
ate. 


Johnson had asked for only 


$250 million to carry on existing 
programs for one year and $15 
million to launch pilot programs 
in new areas of Job training. 


The bill approved by the 


House would raise authoriza- 
tions for basic programs under 
the Vocational Education Act 
from the present level of $275 
million to $355 million in fiscal 
1969 and to $565 million the fol- 
lowing year. In addition, it 
makes various program amend, 
ments. 


Total spending under the bill 


—Including new programs— 
wouldbe $511 million for fiscal 
1969 and $750 million the follow. 
Ing year if all funds are appro- 
priated. 


The bill scraps the basic legis. 


latton that has guided spending 
on vocational education since 
1917 and has channeled most 
money into agricultural and 
home economics training. 


The measure seeks to gear vo- 


cational training to the needs of 
modern society through grants 
to schools, graduate fellowships, 
cooperative programs with pri. 
vate employers and 
other 


means. 


ft also attempts to focus on 


the needs at youngsters in slum 
areas by requiring that 15 per 
cent at the money spent for vo- 
cational education be spent on 
programs for disadvantaged 
youths.

Do you know precisely what 


is in your safe deposit box? 


If your safe deposit box were 


burglarized, would you know 
at once what claims to make, 
what papers to try to duplicate 
or replace? 
Do you periodically checkyour 
box's contents 
to make sure 
y o u r 
docu- 


ments are up to 
date and you 
haven't over, 
looked impor. 
tant deadlines 
for action on 
your securi - 
ties, your in. 
surance poli- 
cies, o t h e r 
matters? 


Do you have records OUTSIDE 


your box to prove what is IN 
your box and the value of the 
contents? 


The answer to each of these 


questions should be a firm 
"yes," but I openly confess that 
I recently had to answer each 
with a shamefaced "no". 


To explain: 
after years of 


maintaining a box in my name 
in a location which is now out 
of the way for both of us, we 
made the decision that I should 
go to the box to check its con. 
tents and to arrange a transfer 
to a more convenient area. As 
I went through the box, I be- 
came stupified by my own 
stupidity. Here were valuables 
I had forgotten we had, contracts 
I had vainly searched for,docu. 
ments which had become obso. 
lete and worthless. 


As I reviewed the contents, I 


asked myself: "what if the box 
Had been burglarized?" Qtbap. 
pens rarely..but it happens.) 
••What claims could we have 
made with assurance?" "What 
records would we have had and 
where would we have found them 
to prove the validity of any 
claim?" 
Ask yourself these questions 


about your own box and I sus- 
pect you'll be as humble as 
I was. 


What, then, should you do? 


If you also have been lax, do 
at least these eight things: 


(1) Go to your safe deposit 


box at your early convenience 
and thoroughly check its con. 
tents. 


(2) Start a list of what is in 


your box and put the list in a 
safe place at home. 


(3) Keep this inventory up 


to date. 
(4) Collect receipts or other 


papers which prove you own the 
items in the box and putthemin 
a safe place outside the box. 


(5) 
Check 
your insurance 


coverage to find out if it covers 
the contents of your safe deposit 
box and if so, to what extent It 
insures you against loss. 


(6) Check the agreement you 


sign or have signed with the 
institution from which you rent 
your box to find out if the agree, 
ment includes clauses which 
limit your protection. 


(7) Be sure your wills are 


where they should be, in the 
safekeeping of your lawyer 
or in your strongbox at home 
and not in your safe deposit 
box. 


(8) 
Check with each other 


(husband and wife) on the loca. 
tion of your safe deposit box, 
the number of the box, the con- 
tents of the box, the place where 
you keep the keys. If the box 
is in both your names, each 
of you should have a key. 


The odds are overwhelmingly 


against any loss of the con- 
tents of your safe deposit box 
due to. a robbery or some other 
catastrophe. This is obvious 
from the way boxes are built 
and the location of the vaults. 


But this doesn't lessen the 


importance of knowing what is 
in your box and of taking basic 
precautions to protect yourself 
against loss due to your own 
ignorance or neglect. 


Because of my own failure, 


I am capable of writing this 
list of rules. 
Let them jog 


you into appropriate actions 
to benefit yourself.' 


WASHINGTON—At last week's cabinet meet- 


ing, President Johnson was reporting on his 
Central American trip, particularly his talks 
with the presidents of Honduras and Salvador.

and so little fame left to do it." 


He then started going around the cabinet 


table asking Secretary of Agriculture Orville 
Freeman whether he could send farm advisers 
to Central America, whether Housing Secretary 
Robert Weaver could send housing experts, and

tened out between Salvador and Honduras oc- 
curred when Salvadorian troops chased a hand- 
ful of Honduran farmers, who had crossed the 
border, back into Hondurian territory. Where, 
upon the Hondurian army arrested the Salva- 
dorian troops.

"July 9, 1902 
"Dear Mr. President, 
"Being advised by my physicians that to hold 


the office of Justice of the Supreme Court for 
another term may seriously endanger my health, 
I have decided to avail myself of the privilege 
allowed by Congress to judges of 70 years of 
age and who have held office more than ten 
years. I should resign to take effect immediate, 
ly, but for a doubt whether a resignation to take 
effect at a future day, or on the appointment of 
my successor, may be more agreeable to you. 


"Wishing that the first notice of my intention 


should go to yourself, I have not as yet mention, 
ed it to any one else. 
"Very respectfully and truly yours, 
"Horace Gray" 


In reply, President Roosevelt specifically 


stated; "I will ask that the resignation take 
effect on the appointment of your successor." 


Then he added this interesting postscript: 
"Personal 
"P.S. 
The sentence I am about to write I 


suppose must not be made public because it 
might mistakenly be held to imply that I had 
anticipated a change in the Chief Justiceship. 
If through any accident to my friend the Chief 
Justice, and was such a vacancy, it had been my 
intention to appoint you to it. 


This is the time, as Congress rushes toward 


adjournment, that the lobbyists always try to 
sneak in their special . interest legislation.

The cover kept out the bugs 


and leaves, but when it rained, 
the cover would fill up with 
water and submerge. 


At best it was a two-man 


job to cover and uncover the 
pool. Plus the fact that it cost 
$10. By the end of the season 
the plastic had split and the 
elastic edges were all torn 
away. 


So this year I decided to get 


18 yards of your wonderful 
and inexpensive nylon net. I 
cut it in three even pieces and 
zdg-zagged the widths togeth- 
er on my sewing machine 
making a large square. 


Then with the help of the 


children, I spread it over the 
pool and taped it in place, be- 
ing sure to have plenty of 
overhang. I took my scissors 
and snipped away until it was 
round. Then back to the sew- 
ing machine where I turned 
the edge under several times 
and zig-zagged this hem for 
reinforcement. 


The problem of how to hold 


it over the pool was solved 
when I bought enough &"- 
wide elastic to. go around the 
pool. We pulled it snug around 
the top edge, tied the ends to- 
gether and left it right there 
where it doesn't show. 


When we slip on the net, 


we just tuck it under that 
elastic and it's all set. The 
net is completely washable 
and so light that my sons can 
put it on themselves without 
my help. 


We just fold the net back 


each morning — leaves, bugs 
and all, throw it over the 
clothesline and in a few min- 
utes it's dry and all the leaves 
and insects just shake right 
out.

hand to go the full limit. 


When the bidding reverted 


to West in third position, he 
felt that the opposition pos- 
sessed sufficient assets to 
score substantially inasmuch 
as he had very little himself, 
and East had failed to open 
the bidding In an effort to 
talk North and South out of 
their heritage, West put in a 
very light third seat bid of 
one heart 


North, with 21 points in 


high cards alone, had a very 
sound vulnerable take-out 
double East decided to show 
his modest values while it was 
convenient to do so by rais- 
ing his partner to two hearts. 
South possessed a sound hand 
facing a take-out double; how- 
ever, he contented himself 
with making a simple free bid 
of three diamonds, to give 
North an opportunity to clari- 
fy his holding 
By this time, it had become 
obvious to North that some- 
one around the table was not 
telling the truth. The 19 high 
card points that he was miss- 
ing could hardly add up to an 
opening bid plus calls from 
the two remaining players. 
Since South was presumed to 
be honest, then one or both 
of the opponents must be guil- 
ty of exaggerating their val- 
ues 
In order to announce his 
overwhelming strength and at 
the same tune expose the 
"gay deceivers"— North made 
a cue bid of three hearts 
which was, of course, uncon- 
ditionally forcing on his part- 
ner South reasoned that he 
had considerable in reserve 
for his mere free bid on the 
previous round and, in order 
to show the limit of his hand, 
he jumped to five clubs. Al- 
tho he was not certain of the 
ultimate contract, North's cue 
bid had implied a fit, and 
South wished to alert him to 
the partnership's full poten- 
tial on the deal. 


When North heard the jump 


in clubs, he was reasonably 
certain that his holding in the 
minors would completely so- 
lidify South's hand, and he bid 
seven diamonds, The play 
proved to be routine. After 
drawing trump, declarer was 
able to discard dummy's 
small heart on a high club 
and then ruff out his own 
heart loser.

CONTROLING CHOLESTEROL 


Anticoagulants made medical headlines twice recently. 


These drugs prevent blood from clotting. A standard 
anticoagulant, diphenadione, was given to young chick, 
ens suffering from manmade hardening of the arteries. 
It reduced their cholesterol level by 36 per cent. 
Vitamin Kl was given simultaneously to prevent bleed, 
ing tendencies associated with taking these products. 


The same combination was then given to 5.year-old 


pigeons with natural arteriosclerosis. 
There was a 


regression of their vessels. Encouraging as these re* 
suits may seem, time will tell whether the risk of using 
an anticoagulant is warranted to lower the cholesterol 
level. 
Individuals with a sluggish thyroid gland also have an 


elevated cholesterol. This is the rationale behind the 
use of thyroid extract in lowering the level. Many 
of the thyroid agents, such as dextrothyroxine and 
L.triicdothyronine do the same. But again, we must 
warn against the side effects of these drugs when high 
blood pressure, known heart disease, and advanced 
liver or kidney disease coexist. 


Many people with too much cholesterol also have 


gallstones. 
This may demonstrate that too much of 


the fatty substance is being eliminated from the liver 
via bile into the intestine where it is absorbed. We 
tend to concentrate on the cholesterol content in food, 
forgetting that our own bodies manufacture 60 per 
cent of the substance and other fatty molecules that 
reach the blood. 


A new product, clofibrate, inhibits cholesterol pro- 


duction in the liver. Cholestyramine, an experimental 
drug, prevents the cholesterol-rich bile from being 
absorbed by the intestine. -As of this writing, the

Illinois Bell 
Deliberates 
Proposal 


CHICAGO(AP)— The Illinois 


Bell Telephone Co. deliberated 
Monday a proposal by its strik- 
ing electrical workers for bind. 
ing arbitration of a wage dls- 
pute that threatens to move the 
Democratic National Conven- 
tion from Chicago. 


A spokesman for the striking 


International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers, Systems 
Council T-4, said a reply from 
Illinois Bell was expected by 
Monday "at the latest." 


A company spokesman asked 


the union at midday to clarify a 
point in its proposal. 


Clyde C. Boylls, assistant vice 


president in charge of labor re- 
lations, asked Robert A. Nickey, 
council chairman, whether the 
union had the legal right to 
commit the membership to 
binding arbitration by a third 
party in the absence of a refer- 
endum. 


Boylls said the IBEW bargain-, 


ing committee repeatedly has 
told the company any agree, 
ment must be approved by the 
members before it is binding. 
'• 


Boylls made the request for 


clarification through the Feder- 
al Mediation and Conciliation 
Service. 


The union made its binding 


arbitration proposal Saturday 
night after a daylong session be- 
tween federal mediators and 
company and union representa- 
tives ended in stalemate. 


Nickey said the employes, 


who have been on strike for 69 
days, could return to work dur- 
ing arbitration. Such a step, 
however, would have to be set- 
tied as a separate back-to-work 
agreement, he added. 


The walkout of 11,800 electri- 


cal workers started May 8. It 
has

26.
